Attorney Montgomery drew 
up an amendment to conform to 
the suggestions of the commit¬ 
tee, It permits the granting of 
table licenses to hotels of 25 or 
more rooms for the serving of 
vinous, malt or spirituous li¬ 
quors with bona fide meals, the 
license to be granted only until 
the first of the following Janu¬ 
ary, and with the necessity of a 
new application being made each 
year for a new license, and to 
be revocable at any time. 

The ordinance was intro¬ 
duced and placed on the calendar 
for the next regular meeting on 
January 25. 

The question was raised as to 
whether this ordinance would 
merely provide for the granting 
of the present petition or open 
the way for other licenses as 
well. Trustee Sperry said it was 
the intent to limit it to the Inn 
only. Trustee Caskey called at¬ 
tention to the fact that nothing 
but general legislation could be 
enacted and that equal tei-ms 
must be provided for all appli¬ 
cants who can meet the specifi¬ 
cation of the ordinance.

Tho.se people who attended 
the open meeting of the Board 
of Trade Monday evening were 
treated to an illuminating dis¬ 
course on the subject of flood 
control by Mr. C. C. Buck of Los 
Angeles. Mr. Buck presented 
a large number of stereopticon 
pictures showing the result of 
various forms of protection de¬ 
vices. He paid particular atten¬ 
tion to check dams. 

Pictures were shown of the 
experimental work in Haines 
Canyon, and of work which has 
stood the test of years in foreign 
countries. 

These pictures showed how a 
mere retarding of the velocity 
without diminishing the volume 
of the storm flow greatly re¬ 
duces the bad effects of storni.s 
in mountain streams. 

Cost and Results 

-After getting the best coun¬ 
sel possible for the flood control 
program, the supervisors have 
adopted plans which call for a 
total of $4,500,090. This may 
seem like a large amount, but 
it is small when compared with 
the loss of $21,000,000 worth of 
projXM'ty in Los Angeles county 
from floods since 1910. Since 
1907 the loss has averaged more 
than $5.00,000 a year. This is 
real loss—the property is wiped 
olf the assessment books of Los 
.Angeles county. 

Following the talk there was 
some talk, particularly about the 
beneficial effect of the flood con¬ 
trol on the conservation of the 
mountain water supply.

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EDITORIAL CHAT 


ONE LAW THAT SHOULD BE REPEALED PRONTO 

Proposals to repeal the foolish California law which 
limits bequests to charitable or educational institutions to 
one-third of an estate and makes them conditional on at 
least two-thirds being left to individuals, aie meeting with 
favor almost everywhere. A bill to that effect by Senator 
Chamberlain of Los Angeles is attracting much favorable 
attention, and it seems to be assured of passage as it de¬ 
serves. Many legislators, educators and prominent busi¬ 
ness men of the state have gone on record as favoring sucii 
a measure. It will be remembered that the Sierra Madre 
Board of Trade adopted a resolution unanimously urging 
removal of this restriction on bequests alter healing the 
matter presented by Dr. J. M. Lee. 

There is no question about the present law, which was 
adopted 30 years ago, having many undesirable effects, as 
well as failing to accomplish the apparent purpose aimed at. 
The law has prevented the making of many large beipiests 
to schools, colleges, hospitals and other public institutions by 
Californians of wealth. It does not matter that a man may 
have no known relatives, or none who are lit to be entrusted 
with wealth. Two-thirds of his estate must be given to in¬ 
dividuals before he can give the remainder to any worthy 
public cause, no matter how great the popular benelit might 
appeal'. Furthermore, Californians of wealth cannot do 
for California institutions what non-residents can do if they 
feel so inclined. If a Californian wishes to leave the bulk 
of his estate to a hospital, library, museum, park, orphan¬ 
age, college, or any other such worthy cause, he must lind 
some way of evading the law. The recent example of Dr. 
Norman Bridge who established his legal residence in Chi¬ 
cago so that he could do as he pleased with liis estate, is 
the most prominent in the public mind. Other people of 
wealth who loved California less might be more likely to 
not only establish their legal residence elsewhere, but to 
leave their wealth elsewhere. 

This old law has actually had the effect of keeping- 
wealth out of California. People of means have been known 
to be deterred from establishing their residence in and 
bringing their wealth to this state because of that lestiic- 
tion on their bequests. 

If the makers of the law thought they could compel 
people to leave their fortunes to their families when thej 
might otherwise be tempted to slight them by reason ol 
some whim or prejudice, they failed of the purpose. Iheie 
is nothing to prevent bequests to other individuals than 
relatives. There are various other ways in which a man 
may deprive his family of a share of his estate if he really 
so desires. 

Very little opposition has been found by Dr. Lee in his 
correspondence with a great vaiiety of men on the subject. 
No one seems to pay any attention to the fallacious theory 
of protection to members of the family. Some opposition 
seems to be felt among men or agencies which might profit 
throug the management of large trust funds placed in their 
hands by reason of a testators lack of confidence in his 
I legatees’ ability to manage their own affairs. And the only 
other source of opposition is a few people who piofess to 
fear the effect of the accumulation of large foundations, 
especially when given for educational purposes and having 
some sort of string attached, which might in some remote 
manner, tend to corrupt the sources of education in the 
state. But of serious opposition, there apiioars to be none. 

California needs great public institutions of many va¬ 
rieties. Many of them cannot be hoped for in many yeai s 
if they must be provided for out of public revenues. The 
only way apparent to secure them is to remove this foolish 
restriction which would permit public spirited men of 
wealth to do what is done in most other states, and present 
them to the public. The law should be repealed.

JOHN BARLEYCORN IS ON THE RUN 

This has been a hard week for the liipjor people. One 
of the hardest blows in years has fallen and another is just 
ready to fall, is falling in fact. 

First comes the supreme court of the United States 
in affirmation of the Webl>-Kenyon law which prevents the 
nullifying of state prohibition laws through use of the In¬ 
terstate Commerce law. These means that a state which 
votes dry cannot be made wet by the wetness of other 
I states. It will put an end to all grounds for the statement 
[ that more liquor is used in dry than in wet states. 

I Next comes the senate of the United States, adojiting 
t the Bankhead bill to prohibit the circulation by mail of 
[ periodicals or cirulars containing liquor advei tising in such 
[ states as prohibit the publication of such matter. The 
[ house bill by Congressman Randall of this district making 
similar restrictions, has already been favorably reported 
out of committee and seems assured of passage. 

The bill to make the District of Columbia dry seems to 
have a chance of passage in the face of a bitter fight. 

I In all the state capitals the legislatures are at work 
[ on bills of dry tendency. Wet states are going dry and 
i dry states are becoming more so.
